The Hamilton Foundation was established in 1954 by Special Act of the Ontario 
Legislature. The Foundation’s purpose is to assist in the development of our 
community through grants to non-profit groups concerned with social services, 
the arts, education, recreation and health. 


Donations to the Foundation 


The Foundation counts on residents and friends of Hamilton-Wentworth, 
Burlington and the surrounding communities, from all walks of life. Donations, 
big and small, are important. They can be made annually or periodically, as well 
as through bequests in Wills or by designation of life insurance policies. 
Donations are income tax deductible. 


Most donors leave investment and use of income to the Board of Directors, 
although it is possible to designate a specific charitable purpose. The 
Foundation’s philosophy is to hold its capital in perpetuity, to safeguard it, to 
increase its value as judicious investments will permit, and to distribute the 
income annually through grants. 


Grants 


Submissions for assistance are reviewed by grants committees and the Board of 
Directors. Restrictions of the Income Tax Act limit grants to groups registered as 
non-profit organizations. The Foundation also maintains bursary programs for 
needy students. All applicants are considered, and from time to time, worthy 
projects are sought out. 


Over the last 32 years, more than 1,100 grants totalling approximately $1,500,000 
have been made for capital equipment, projects and bursaries. 
Investment Management for Others 


The Foundation provides investment management for other community 
organizations on a fee-for-service basis.

For The Hamilton Foundation, this past year was one of fulfillment. Among the 
highlights, 
¢ Funds under administration increased by 5%, from $3,673,000 to $3,844,000; 
e A record number of grants were made to worthy projects: $283,000 from 
investment income, and $91,000 from capital funds; 
e An Estate Planner’s Guide was prepared and distributed to lawyers, 
accountants and estate planners in the community; 
e An audio-visual presentation was completed which describes the 
operation of the Foundation. This presentation is available to groups who 
wish to know more about the work of The Hamilton Foundation. 


We closed 1985-86 much as we began it, fulfilling the charitable motivations of 
donors who had entrusted their contributions to the Foundation, and 
continuing to grow in order to meet the community’s charitable needs.

Bequests in Wills 


Many people who have provided for family members in their Wills, have also 
left money to The Hamilton Foundation. Others, with no relatives, have made 
the Foundation residuary beneficiary of their Wills. During 1985-86, bequests 
were received from the estates of: 


Erma Z. L. Goering $12,500 
Mrs. Goering, widow of the late Albert P. L. Goering, was a 
graduate of Trinity College, University of Toronto. She also studied 
in France, and is remembered by many in Hamilton as a French 
tutor. She was a member of the YWCA’s Board of Directors and 
served on its House Committee. Although Mrs. Goering left half of 
her Canadian estate to the Foundation, the estate has not yet been 
settled. This amount is an interest distribution only. 


Stewart Philp $45,000 


Mr. Philp was the last member of the Grafton family of Dundas to 
serve as President of the company. Grafton department stores were 
located in several cities and towns around Ontario. Born in 
California, Mr. Philp came to Dundas in the 1930’s and became very 
involved in the community. He served as a member and Chairman 
of the Dundas Board of Education for many years, and was an active 
volunteer with the Cancer Society. 


Lillian M. Shaw $11,210 
This represents the final distribution from Miss Shaw’s bequest of 
$166,713 which was designated for ‘the support of research or 
treatment in the interests of frightened or mentally disturbed 
children’. A representative of the Canada Life Assurance Company 
for several years, Miss Shaw was also very interested in the early 
history of our community. She served as President of the Head-of- 
the-Lake Historical Society from 1968-71.

Auditors’ Report 


To the Directors of The Hamilton Foundation: 


We have examined the balance sheet of The Hamilton Foundation as at March 31, 1986 and the 
statements of fund balances, income and disbursements, grants made from income and capital 
distributions for the year then ended. Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such tests and other procedures as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances, except as explained in the following paragraph. 

In common with many charitable organizations, the Foundation receives donations and bequests, 
the completeness of which is not susceptible of conclusive audit verification. Accordingly, we were 
unable to determine whether any adjustments for unrecorded donations and bequests might be 
necessary to the donations and bequests received during the year and the fund balances at the end of 
the year. 

In our opinion, except for the effect of any adjustments which might have been required had we 
been able to satisfy ourselves with respect to the donations and bequests referred to in the preceding 
paragraph, these financial statements present fairly the financial position of the Foundation as at 
March 31, 1986 and the results of its operation. for the year then ended in accordance with the 
accounting principles described in note (1) to the financial statements applied on a basis consistent

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS — March 31, 1986 


(1) Summary of significant accounting policies— 


(2 


— 


The financial statements of the Foundation have been prepared in accor- 

dance with accounting principles that are considered appropriate for 

organizations of this type. Because certain donors have provided funds for 
special purposes, the financial statements have been presented in a manner 
which segregates designated and general funds, which belong to the 

Foundation, and managed funds, belonging to outside organizations. 

Designated funds represent amounts donated to the Foundation, for 
which the capital is intended to be preserved. Grants are made for 
designated purposes from the income earned. 

Managed funds consist of capital amounts owned by outside 
organizations which have been advanced to the Foundation for investment 
purposes with such capital and the income earned thereon to be 
distributed in accordance with the wishes of the owners. 

The more significant accounting policies followed by the Foundation 
have been summarized to facilitate the review of the financial statements: 
(a) Receipts consisting of earnings from investments and undirected 

donations are recorded as income in the accounts as they are received. 

Disbursements are recorded in the period to which they relate. 

(b) Donated amounts for which the capital is intended to be preserved are 
recorded as fund capital. In addition, realized capital gains are recorded 
as fund capital. 

(c) Investments consisting of term deposits, bonds, debentures and 
marketable shares are recorded at cost. 

(d) Accrued interest receivable on interest bearing securities has not been 
recorded in the accounts. At March 31, 1986 the accrued interest 
amounted to $73,269 (1985—$69,575). 

(e) Expenditures for fixed assets are recorded as disbursements in the period 
in which they occur. 


Donations and other receipts— 

(a) In 1986, the Foundation paid $46,656 for rent, covering the period from 
October 1, 1983 to December 31, 1985, and received an offsetting 
donation of $46,656. These transactions have not been included in the 
statement of income and disbursements. 

(b) During the year ended March 31, 1985, the Foundation, in cooperation 
with the Hamilton Spectator, developed an ongoing managed fund to 
sponsor needy children for summer day camping. Donations received in 
1986, $28,202 ($27,366 in 1985) are included in income and have been 
distributed to area day camps on behalf of needy children.

GUIDELINES FOR GRANT APPLICATIONS 


All grants provided by The Hamilton Foundation are awarded for definite 
purposes and for projects covering a specific period of time, other than 
continuing grants from funds designated by donors. The following guidelines 
have been established for grants made from general (unrestricted) and special 
purpose funds: 


Ue 


The Foundation has a commitment primarily to the support of agencies and 
organizations that benefit the citizens of Hamilton-Wentworth and 
Burlington. 


. Grants are made only to non-profit organizations. Normally bursaries are 


awarded to educational institutions and not to individuals. 


. Preference is usually given to projects which meet following criteria: 


a) that encourage more efficient use of community resources 

b) that expect to test or demonstrate new approaches and techniques in the 
solution of community problems 

c) that promote volunteer participation and citizen involvement in the 
community 

d) capital projects, other than building funds, will be considered where a 
demonstrated need is being fulfilled by such a project. 


. The Foundation encourages projects developed in consultation with other 


agencies and planning groups and those which promote co-ordination, co- 
operation and sharing among organizations and the elimination of 
duplicated services. 


. Small grants are available for equipment and furnishings. 
. Grants are not usually made to support the operating expenses of well es- 


tablished organizations or in response to annual fund drives for sustaining 
support. 


7. Grants are not usually made to establish or add to endowment funds. 


. Grants are not made toward the promotion of political or religious 


philosophies. 


All applicants for financial assistance will be required to submit a written 


request. Guidelines for such applications are available from the office.
